Wednesday night Capt. Stevens, the 
commander of the brave life saving 
company, by his coolness and bravery 
escued forty persons Imprisoned in a 
fierce gale out on the shattered City of 
Duluth. 


Saturday afternoon Capt. Stevens, 
by the exhibition of the same courage, 
rescued himself and Chester Thayer of 
this city. 


The position was a dangerous one and 
nothing but the calmness of the captain 
averted a bad accident. He lifted the 
boy over on a cake of ice, then climbed 
out himself and pulled the life boat on 
the same cake. Tne captain and his 
companion climbed into the boat and 
they sat there on the cake of ice wait­ 
ing for someone to rescue them. The 
captain was not at all frightened but he 
took out his pipe and began smoking. 


Chester is a boy and he wenC over to 
St. Joseph to take a snap shot at the 
wreck. 
His kodak fell overboard and 
he persuaded the kindly Capt. Stevens 
to assist him in its recovery. 
The cap­ 
tain and boy started out in a life boat 
and before the 
doating kodak was 
reacued the skiff was surrounded by 
ce. The ice kept pushing closer and 
closer together about the little craft 
and there was danger of its being 
crushed as the waves pounded against 
the cakes of ice. 


W. O. Slight of Baroda, one of the 
passengers tlie captain had rescued 
from the Duluth on VVedoesday night 
nad a chance to be of service to his 
benefactor. 
Mr. .Slight was standing 
on the pier and he hurried to give the 
alarm and the tug Andy was sent out 
and picked up the captain.

Chicago, Jan. 20.—The following ia 
the contract between the operators of 
Ihe competitive coal fields and the 
United Mine W orkers of America, It 
having been signed yesterday; 


"The following agreement made and 
entered Into in Joint Interstate con­ 
vention in this city, Jan. 26, 1898, by 
and between the operators and miners 
of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and western 
Pennsylvania, known as the Pittsburg 
thin vein district, witnes.seth: 


“First.—That an equal price for min­ 
ing screened lump coal shall hereafter 
form a base scale in all of the districts 
above named excepting the state of Il­ 
linois, the block coal district of Indiana 
to pay 10 cents per ton over that of 
Hocking Valley, western Pennsylvania 
and Indiana bituminous district, and 
that the price of pick run-of-mlnecoalln 
Hocking Valley and western Pennsyl­ 
vania shall be determined by the actual 
percentage 
of 
screenings 
passing 
thn>ugh such creen as is hereinafter 
provided; it being understood and agrtjed 
th at screened or run-of-mSne coal may 
be mined and payed for on the above 
ba.'-ls at the optbin of the operators, 
according to market requirements, and 
tho op(*rators of Indiana 
bituminous 
shall also have like option of mining 
run-of-mine or screen coal. 


8ti|iiilutl<iii nii to Screen«. 


‘Second. — That the screen hereby 
adopted for the slate of Ohio, western 
Pennsylvania and the bituminous dis­ 
trict of Indiana shall be uniform in 
size, 6 feet 
wide by 12 feet 
long, 
built of flat or Akron-shaped bar of 
not less than %ths of one Inch surface 
with IV4 Inehes between bars, free from 
obstructions, and that such screenings 
shall rest upon a auHlclent number of 
bearings to hold the bars in proper po­ 
sition. 


“Third.—That the block coal district 
of Indiana may continue the use of the 
diamond screen of present size and 
pattern with the privilege of run-of- 
mlne coal, the mining price of which 
shall 
be deternilned 
by the 
actual 
screenings, and that the state of Illi­ 
nois shall be abs«>lutely upon a run-of- 
mlne system and shall be paid for on 
that basis.

“Fourth.—That an advance of 10 cents 
per ton of 2,000 ptmnds for pick-mined 
screened coal shall take effect in the 
western Pennsylvania. Hocking Valley, 
and Indiana bituminous 
districts on 
April 1, 1S1>8, and that Grape creek. 
Ills., and the bituminous district of In ­ 
diana shall pay 40 cents per ton run- 
of-mlne coal from an after same date, 
based upon 66 cents per ton screened 
coal In Ohio, western Pennsylvania and 
the Indiana bituminous district, the 
same to continue in force until the ex­ 
piration of this contract. 


•‘Fifth.—That on and after April 1, 
1898, the eight-hour work day with eight 
hour.** pay, consisting of six days per

B nulstreet’a Point* Out Q uite « IVtiiiiber to 
Kncouriige MerchMntd. 


New York, Jan. 29.—Bradstreet'ssays; 
Favorable conditions in the trade sit­ 
uation continue to far outweigh those 
of an 
opposite 
character. 
Storniy 
weather throughout a large section of 
the country this 
week 
checked 
the 
movement of merchandl.^e in the con­ 
sumption, but a perceptible Increase In 
tho demand for seasonable goods Is re­ 
ported as already resulting. 
The last 
week of the month closes with increased 
activity in many lines, a number of 
price advances, heavily Increased bank 
clearings as compare«! with one year 
ago at nearly all the cities, another con­ 
siderable drop In the number of failures 
reported, large expiu'ts of cereals, par­

This statem ent found its way 
into the evening papers of this city yes­ 
terday. 
1 bused luv statement upon in­ 
formation received from persons who 
were at ttie state capitol at the time of 
the 
occurrence. 
After reading Mr. 
B rant’s statem ent in last night’s paper 
] found one of the gentlemen who had 
told me of the occurrence and asked 
him to verify his previous statem ent to 
me. 
He said he was there, and that 
he could very easily understand how,If 
Mr. Brant simply occupied a seat in the 
gallery and was not present in other 
places in the capitol later in the even­ 
ing, he would make such astatem entas 
he did. The disgraceful scenes were 
enacted later than the “ boys’ play” to 
which Mr. Brant referred.

1 further 
said that it was time that the.se ueople 
should know their friends, that If there 
was a paper which was"afraid to speak 
out upon moral questions and to defend 
the side of right, or if there was a 
paper which already sjHike out and 
esfioused the cause of wrong, those

jers should not come into my home, 
id not mean to make any application 
to the Benton Harbor paper», except 
this, that if your paper, as it does, de­ 
fended the temperance cause in your 
county, it was a Christian duty of the 
good people to stand by your paper. 
I think 1 am exaetlv right in this.

did not know the situation at Benton 
Harbor, but 1 do know that in many 
places the newspapers are either silent 
or on the side of wrong.

W ashington, Jan. 29.—A fter a debate, 
anim ated at all times and occásionally 
acrim onious, which occupied the g re at­ 
er p art of this week, the senate last 
ev^ ln g, by the decisive vote of 47 to 32, 
passed the Teller concurrent resolution. 
The resolution of practical re-afilrm a- 
tlon of th at of Stanley M atthews In 1887, 
and Is as follows: “T hat all the bonds of 
the United States, issued or authorized 
to be issued under the said acts of con­ 
gress hereinbefore recited, are payable, 
principal and interest, at the option of 
the governm ent of the U nited States In 
ailver dollars of the coinage of the U nit­ 
ed States containing 412V¿ grains each 
of standard silver; and th a t to restore 
to Ita coinage such silver coins as a le­ 
gal tender in paym ent of said bonds, 
principal and interest, is not in viola­ 
tion of the public faith nor in deroga­ 
tion of the rights of the public cred­ 
itor.” 


Would Not Kven Pledge to I'nrlty. 


All efforts to amend the resolution 
were voted down by m ajorities ranging 
from 5 to 29. Lodge’s gold standard 
substitute being defeated by the latter 
m ajority. 
The vote on 
the 
Lodge 
am endm ent was aye£>, 24; nays, 53. B ut the 
mildest of the am endm ents—from a sil­ 
ver standpoint—th at declaring It the 
duty of the governm ent to m aintain the 
parity of all its forms of money, was 
defeated by a vote of 43 to 37. 
The 
events of the day leading up to the flnal 
vote were full of interest and im por­ 
tance. It w as a field day for the orators 
of the senate, no less than twenty-five 
senators em pracing the opportunity to 
speak upon the subject under discus­ 
sion. 
The 
galleries 
were 
crowded 
throughout the day, and several of the 
spealcers said the duscussion was but 
the prelim inary alignm ent of the great 
political parties for the contest of 1900. 
Prom 10 o’clock in the m orning until 7 
in the evening the contest was con­ 
tinued. 


Partjr^Elnes W'ere Mtirh Broken Up. 


W hen the voting began it was evi­ 
dent th at ifarty lines were being broken 
on both sides of the chamber, but It was 
on the substitute offered by Lodge that 
the most decided break occurred. 
On 
the Republican s^ide Allison and B ur­ 
rows did not answ er to their nam es on 
that roll-call, and m any of the R epub­ 
licans voted directly against it. Upon 
the final passage of the resolution some 
Republicans who supported McKinley 
and the St. Louis platform In 1S9G, like 
C arter, Chandler, Clark of Wyoming. 
P ritchard of N orth Carolina. Shoup of 
Idaho, W arren of W yoming and W ol­ 
cott voted for the resolution because, as 
W olcott announced, they did not believe 
the resolution committed those who su p ­ 
ported it to the free and unlim ited coin­ 
age of silver.
